Black leaders, Begin discuss settlements

- Jerusalem Post Reporter 
American black leaders said 
yesterday they had raised with 
Prime Minister Menahem Begin the 
"possible psychological Impact of 
new settlement In the occupied areas 
as a threat to the peace process” but 
had accepted Be gin ’a explanation of 
the issue. 

. Delegation leader William Pollard 
said on emerging with his colleagues 
from the Prime Minister’s Office, 

. **We came to Israel as frlenda. We do 
not represent the United States 
•government. We have to accept the 
answers which we get to our 


queations.” 

Pollard said Begin had told them 
the settlement project would ' con- 
tinue In the areas in its present form. 

In a 20-minute statement to the 
black leaders, Begin, said that Israel 
had not and would not evict anybody 
to establish new settlements. 

“We take, nothing away from 
anybody. Our settlements are found- 
ed on justice,” the premier declared. 
"Like you, we stand for justice and 
great human ideals. Let us always 
cooperate together for the sake of 
liberty,” he said. 

The black leaders told reporters 
outside the Prime Minister's Office 


that they had raised a number of 
questions in a candid fashion and 
that Begin's answers were equally 
frank. 

When they asked what Begin' felt 
they might do to help relations 
between Jews and blacks, and 
between Israelis and blacks, Begin 
replied that it Is important for them

Interior Minister Yosef Burg, 
■ Egyptian Premier Mustapha Khalil 
and U.S. presidential Middle East 
envoy Robert Strauss will confer in 
London next week to review the 
progress of autonomy negotiations 
and to map strategy for the next six 
months set for the completion of 
negotiations. 

Khalil has already left Cairo on his 
way to the conference. He arrived 
yesterday in Salzburg in prelude to a 
call on Vienna for talks with 
Austrian Chancellor Bruno Kreiaky 
who has been maintaining close con- 
tact with Palestinian leaders. 

The London conference was 
agreed on some time ago but had 
remained unannounced. Burg, 
Khalil and Strauss were reported to 
have decided to hold occasional con- 
sultations **aWay from the 
limelight. " 

The three chief autonomy 
negotiators are expected to discuss 
the outcome of talks which two work- 
ing groups combining Israeli, Egyp- 
tian and U.S. representatives have 
'been conducting In Alexandria over 
the past four days on autonomy 
details. 

The working groups are scheduled 
to wrap up their meetings today — 
apparently without much progress. 

Only procedural agreements are 
reported to have been reached by the 
working groups handling 
technicalities concerning elections 
for the projected self-rule ad- 
ministration in the administered 
territories. The other . group, 
negotiating the scope of authority 
under autonomy, is understood to be 
still locked in differences over sub- 
stantive Issues. 

Khalil yesterday told the 
Associated Press in Cairo that he 
planned at the London conference to 
take up the question of Israel's re- 
cent decision to expand six 


settlements in the West Bank. He 
said that Israel’s continued settle- 
ment in the areas was "very dis- 
couraging” and that it contravened 
the Camp David peace accords. 

He said that the decision not only 
embarrassed Egypt but could deter 
West Bank and Gaza Palestinians 
from taking part In the autonomy, 
negotiations. 

Khalil nevertheless said that there 
was "no atmosphere of crisis" sur- 
rounding the upcoming London con- 
ference as a result of the settlement 
controversy. 

Wolf Blitser reports from 
Washington : 

' Strauss recently has conveyed a 
rather gloomy assessment of the 
autonomy negotiations. He Is known 
to fear that the May 1960 “target 
date” for concluding the preliminary 
negotiations might not be met 
because of the vast differences 
between the Israeli and Egyptian 
views. 

U.S. officials said his decision to 
hold the talks In London on October 
26-26 was designed largely to try to 
“breathe some new life” into the 
autonomy negotiations. 

Strauss and other U.S. officials 
returned from the Middle East In 
September talking about a three 
month period of quiet diplomatic ef- 
forts. But the Americans, since then, 
are seen here as having become In- 
creasingly concerned about the lack 
of progress in the low-level talks. 

“Strauss wants to shake things up 
a little," one U.S. source said, ex- 
plaining the purpose of the London 
talks. 

The London talks will parallel 
another U.S. diplomatic initiative in- 
volving the Middle East : special am- 
bassador Philip Habib's talks later 
this month In Lebanon, Israel, Jor- 
dan, Saudi Arabia, Egypt, Syria and 
the Vatican to explore possibilities of 
ending the fighting in Lebanon.

Nobel peace prize to ‘Saint of Gutters’ 


OSLO (AP). — Mother Teresa, 
Calcutta's '“Saint of the Gutters,” 
was awarded the 1979 Nobel Peace 
Prize yesterday for her work among 
the poor of India. 

The Yugoslavia-born . Roman 
Catholic nun is the sixth woman to 
win the prize, and the first since 
Malread Corrigan and Betty 
Williams of Northern Ireland won in 
1976. 

U.S. President Jimmy Carter had 
been among the 06 indhddiials .and 
organizations nominated, for this 
year's award. Other nominees had 
reportedly ' included Sooth African 
blaek leader Steven Blko, who died 
while in prison,; Soviet dissenter 
Yuri Orlova : ’ AWMrfifiop Oscar - 
Romero of . El Salvador and Adolfo 
Perez Esquivel of Argentina, bead of 
a'Latin American Christian services 
group. 

The five-member Norwegian 
Nobel committee said Mother 
Teresa, 69, was given the prize “In 
-recognition of her work in bringing 
help to suffering humanity." 

The prize this year Is worth $100,- 

. 000 . 

- In Calcutta, Mother Teresa smiled' 
on hearing she had won the prize and 
said: “I am unworthy." She said 
that her selection for. the prize was 
made in “recognition of the presence 
of the poor In the world." ...

she planned to use the prize money to 
build moire centres for lepers and the 
destitute. 

In 1947, Mother Teresa moved Into 
Calcutta's slums “to serve God 
among the -poorest of the poor. The 
order she founded, the Missionaries 
of Charity, Is best known for its 
"home for the destitute dying” 


which opened in Calcutta in 1952. 

Mother Teresa was made an of- 
ficer in the Order of the British Em- 
pire in a ceremony last year at the 
Australian High Commission in New 
Delhi for her “services to 
humanity.” 

She is the first citizen of India to 
win the peace prize since it was in- 
stituted in 1901. 

She was born in Skopje, 
Yugoslavia, one of three children of 
an Albanian shopkeeper, and her 
original name was Agnes Gonxha 
• Bojaxhiu.

WASHINGTON. — Austrian 
Chancellor Bruno Kreisky is arriv- 
ing here next week and Is expected to 
meet with President Jimmy Carter, 
cSgcretary of State Cyrus Vance and 
other U.S. officials. 

Kreisky's visit was scheduled 
. several weeks ago. The official ex- 
planation for the trip Is that the 
chancellor will be accompanying the 
Vienna Opera, about to open its U.S. 
tour. 

Well-placed diplomatic sources 
said Kreisky certainly will be invited 
to meet with Carter and other U.S. 
officials, and most of their talks are 
likely to be devoted to the Middle 
East. 

Kreisky caused a stir in July when 
he and former West German 
Chancellor Willy Brandt received 
PLO chairman Yasser Arafat in 
Vienna at a meeting of the Socialist 
International, It was the first time 
tK&t Ararat ban been deceived by a 
western, leader. . 

Kreisky is known to believe that 
his position on the Middle East has 
been distoried in the U.S. news 
media. As a result of his highly- 
publicized talks with Arafat end his 


unfavourable comments about 
Prime Minister Menahem Begin, the 
Austrian leader, who is Jewish, has 
become a controversial figure here 
— especially among Jews and other 
■ pro-Israel supporters. One reason 
for Kreisky's visit is to Improve his 
public image. 

U.S. officials have long been in- 
terested In Kreisky's very active in- 
volvement in tbe Middle East. Par- 
tially encouraged by Kreisky's very 
optimistic report on his talks with 
Arafat last summer, the Americans 
pushed ahead with the concept of a 
U.S. resolution recognizing Palesti- 
nian rights at the UN Security Coun- 
cil. That effort, however, was later 
dropped following stiff Israeli and 
Egyptian opposition. Kreisky had in- 
formed Washington of a new. more 
moderate PLO stance toward Israel. 

The U.S. ambassador in Vienna, 
Milton Wolf, who is also Jewish, is 
.expected to return to_ Washington 
with Kreisky. Wolf himself has 
become controversial because of his 
three meetings this year with PI/) 
official Issa Sartawi. Unlike Andrew 
.Young, Wolf reported his talks to 
Washington and was not reprimand- 
ed.

TEL AVIV. — The nation's moat 
serious banking crisis — with 
damage running to tens of millions of 
pounds — ends today as Bank 
Leumi's 270 branches open at 8; 80. 
But it will take at least 10 days to 
clear the backlog left by the com- 
bined strike and lockout which lasted 
two weeks. 

To reduce the backlog as quickly 
as possible, all branches will be open 
from 8:30 a.m. to 12:30 p.m. and 
from 3 to 7 p.xn. until further notfce. 
Tbe main branches in Tel Aviv, 
Jerusalem, and Haifa will be open 
from 8:30 a.m. to 5 p.m. 

The bank has made arrangements 
with a security company for 250 
guards to ensure that the banks are 
not "stormed" by the customers. 

Overdrafts should be covered im- 
mediately, a bank spokesman said, 
since interest will be charged from 
tomorrow. But if customers have no 
urgent business, the bank asks them 
to stay away for the first couple of 
days, to reduce the pressure on 
clerks. 

Bank Leu mi customers were per- 
mitted to cash cheques for up to 1L2,- 
000 a day at other banks — and now 
Leumi will have to process more 
than 900,000 such cheques. A dank 
spokesman estimated it would take 
three to four days to figure out the 
balance of any account. 

Stock exchange operations at 
Bank Leumi branches will be resum- 
ed today. 

Accounts will be debited from the 
date a cheque was written. Salaries 
which are regularly deposited will be 
credited to the account on the date 
the transaction was to take place. 
But other cheques which might have 
been deposited had the bank been 
open will be credited to the account 
only on the date of actual deposit. 

Agreement was reached yesterday 
morning after talks which lasted 
through the night. By yesterday 
afternoon many employees were 
back on the job, though tbe banks 
were not open to the public. 

The last point of contention was 
the wording of a clause about keep- 
ing the peace between labour and 
management. The clause said that 
for the duration of this agreement, 


both sides promised to refrain from 
sanctions or from creating new con- 
ditions of work unilaterally. 

The management objected to 
"unilaterally," and the workers 
wanted it in. The compromise was to 
leave It in and add “in those matters 
which are covered by the work con- 
tract and present bank regulations." 

At 8:29 a.m. yesterday, the par- 
ticipants shook hands and toasted 
the agreement with brandy. 

Present at the signing were Ernst 
Japhet. chairman of the bank; Yosef 
Rosh. joint director-general in 
charge of manpower; Dr. Yitzhak 
Kashiv, who headed the bank’s 
negotiation team; Eliahu Reif, head 
of the Clerks' Union; his deputy. 
Shmuel Kreizberg; Elkana 
Lewkowitz, head of the bank 
workers section in the Histadrut; Gi- 
deon Schloss, head of the workers 
committee; and his deputy, Arie 
Rlkevski. _ _ 

Japhet said last night that the 
management's shutdown had fulfill- 
ed its aims — both for the bank Itself 
and for the economy in general. 

Dr. Zalman Segal, assistant to the 
bank chairman, said yesterday, “We 
will know only in another month or 
two bow much we suffered from this 
closure. But we believe that the 
overwhelming majority of our 
customers who turned to other banks 
will return, not only out of a feeling 
of loyalty, but also because they can 
be assured of service of the highest 
possible quality." 

The bank closed on October 4, 
when the employees struck. The 
management responded with a 
lockout. 

Among the compromises in the 
agreement. 

Both sides agreed not to hold any 
sanctions or strikes during the 
negotiations or after the new wage 
and other contracts were signed. The 
workers met management's 
demands to put this condition down 
in writing. 

The negotiations would “open im- 
mediately and be continuous and en- 
compass all outstanding problems." 
This met management’s demand 
that everything be discussed at once. 

It was also agreed that the wage con- 
ti-act talks be finished within three 
weeks, which satisfied the workers.

Botha would not tell reporters why 
he had chosen this moment to come 
to London to put his government's 
views on the future of tbe former 
British colony. But he said, “as long- 
as the government (in Salisbury) 
carries the support of the majority of 
the population In a democratic way 
we will not interfere." 


British officials said Botha had 
aaked for yesterday’s meeting at 
short notice; 

Patriotic Front co-leader Joshua 
Nkomo was critical of Botha's 
arrival. 

“He should confine himself to the 
problems of South Africa and not in- 
terfere with our affairs,” he said. 

Nkomo suggested to reporters that 
the Front was about to rejoin the 
peace talks after falling to meet a 
British ultimatum earlier this week 
on saying "yea or no" to a draft con- 
stitution.

At least one 
prominent bottler said he plans to 
sue the Haifa company for 
negligence. 

Ya'acov Tabori, owner and 
managing director of the Tabori soft 
drink bottling company, said that 
millions of pounds worth of damage 

had occurred to the industry because 

of sales halts and temporary layoffs. 

Fertilizer and Chemicals was 
negligent. Tabori charged, since it 
“should have had a reserve motor 
for such emergencies, should have 


pressured the repair company to 
speed up. the repairs, and should 
have a storage tank." 

Moshe Werthelm, president of the 
Central Bottling Company, which 
bottles Coca-Cola, said the halt in the 
flow of carbon dioxide had caused 
"serious damage." He refrained 
from making an estimate. 

It. will take several days before 
carbon dioxide production returns to 
normal at the company. 

Meanwhile, people who thought of 
turning to tea to make up for the soft 
drink loss had their hopes dashed 
this week. 

The Wissotzky tea company was 
closed last week and this as the 
family-owned business mourned the 
death of Mrs. Ida.Yebudlt Seldler, 
the late managing-director of the 
country's -largest tea company. 


NAZARETH (Itim). — The internal 
investigators of alleged police In- 
volvement In large-scale smuggling 
over the Lebanese border handed 
their preliminary recommendations 
yesterday to Inspector-General Rav 
Nitxav Halm Tavori, who then turn- 
ed them over to Interior Minister 
Yosef Burg.

Ehrlich appoints official 
to check policy follow-up

Finance Minister Simha Ehrlich 
yesterday appointed former 
Treasury spokesman David Bar-

In- 
cluding Ehrlich, have blamed non- 
implementation of Treasury 
decisions for the condition of the 
economy. 

In September. Ehrlich gave the 
Ministerial Economic Committee a 
detailed list of II policy decisions 
that, had not been implemented, 
together with the . names of the 
ministers who should have been 
responsible for implementation. 

Bar-Halm, 53, has been at the 
Treasury since 1960. The ministry's 
spokesman until a few months ago. 
he also advised Ehrlich on explain- 
ing Treasury policy to the public. 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
Malcolm Toon, the retiring U.S. 
ambassador in Moscow, said yester- 
' day that "there is some evidence 
that the Soviet Union is trying to 
restrain the radical elements in the 
Arab world from moving in a 
dangerous way.” Toon, a former 
ambassador to Israel now visiting 
this country, was Interviewed on 
Israel TV. 

Toon did not foresee a Soviet-U.S. 
confrontation over the Middle East. 
Both sides realised that if there were 
an outbreak of hostilities It would be 
difficult for the big powers to stay 
out and Moscow would proceed with 
caution, to prevent the “creation of 
real problems for herself.” 

Asked about Soviet-Israel ties. 
Toon said his own feeling was that 
there would not be a resumption of 


relations soon. He would advise 
Israel to wait for the Russia n s to 
take the initiative, because “it Is 
always a mistake to go to the Soviets 
hat In hand and If you do you'll find 
yourselves In a difficult position.” 
Toon expressed doubt about the 
validity of reports that the Soviets 
would soon cut the record numbers 
of exit permits being granted to 
Soviet Jews.

Eastern front’s turn to armour 
cited by IDF armoured corps chief 
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By DAVID RICHARDSON 
Jerusalem Post Reporter 
The acquisition of the British- 
made Chieftain tank by Jordan Is a 
"significant Improvement” in the 
forces that face Israel on its eastern 
front, according to Aluf Am non 
Reshef. O.C. Armour Corps. 

Reshef was briefing military 
reporters yesterday at Belt 
Hashiryon in Tel Aviv as part of the 
prelude to Armour Corps Week later 
this month, 

Reshef was referring to the recent 
$4C0m- deal between the UK and the 
Jordanians, which will provide the 
latter with 200 of the advanced tanks 

over the next two years. 

“All in all, the armies of the 
eastern front are becoming in* 
creasingly mechanized and ar- 
moured." said Reshef. 

Because of the need to maintain 
the present ratio between the ar- 
mour of Israel's potential confronta- 
tion states and that of the IDF “the 
armoured corps will have to receive 
increasingly large proportions of the 
'i defence budget since it is the 
decisive factor on land," Reshef 
said. 

The absorption of the Israeli-built 
Merkava has gone much more 
smoothly than expected and the tank 
is a significant contribution to the 
potential of the corps and to Israel's 
strategic Independence and inter- 
national standing, he said. 

The Merkava is designed for the 
last years of the 20th century, and as 
such should not be compared to other 
tanks in service with the IDF but 
rather with other tanks of Its genera- 
tion.

"It Is among the leading tanks of 
the world and is the cheapest of all,” 
Reshef said, adding that the reasons 
far its development and purchase 
were purely military and not 
economic or industrial. 

One of the long-standing problems 
of the armoured corps has been man- 
power, he said, especially following 
the Yom Kippur War when the 
casualty rate among tank crews was 
high. According to Reshef, who has 
been in office since January, this 
problem has been largely overcome 
In terms of motivation. The ar- 
moured corps is now the most 
preferred unit among conscripts. "I 
have no complaints about the youth 
serving in the corps," he said. But 
there Is a severe shortage of middle- 
echelon officers between the ranks of 


captain and lieutenant-colonel. 

The phenomenon of soldiers 
declining to sign on as officers is not 
new but it is much more significant 
today chart it was In the past, he 
noted. 

The withdrawal of the IDF from 
Sinai is going to mean that the army 
as a whole and the armoured corps 
in particular will have to make do 
with fewer exercises, which are the 
best form of training, he said. 

The IDF has been looking for an 
armour simulator system but none 
of those available suits the re- 
quirements of the armour corps, he 
noted. 

Reshef divulged that a simulator 
system costs between IL450m. and 

IL500m. "While It enables us to train 
under conditions that we would 
never allow ourselves In the field, 
and as such has tremendous advan- 
tages. it cannot replace training in 
the field or the use of live am- 
munition." he emphasized. 


The tank of Lhe future will have ad- 
vanced electronics and weapons 
systems which, while making the job 
of the tank crew easier, will require 
greater technical and techno- 
tactical capabilities as well as more 
advanced maintenance, he said. 
"We ore entering a period when it is 
foreseeable that every tank will have 
a computer.” 


The T-72 supplied by the Soviets in 
already significant numbers to 
Syria, Iraq and Libya, and the supp- 
ly of the Chieftains to Jordan means 
that these armies have improved the 
‘ 'first strike" capabilities of their ar- 
mour.

I Says he’s innocent of soldier’s rape, murder 

Veteran detective wants Baranes retrial

Jerusalem Post Reporter 
REHOVOT. — A veteran police In- 
vestigator yesterday called for a 
retrial of Amos Baranes, who Is ser- 
ving a jail sentence for the rape and 
murder of soldier R&hei Heller in Oc- 
tober 1974. 

Nitzav-Mlshne (Ret.) Ezra 
Goldberg told The Jenisalem Post 
after the trial ended in January 1976 
that he believed that the police had 
got the wrong man. 

Baranes was convicted by a dis- 
trict court composed of three judges, 
and his appeal before the Supreme 
Court was turned down. So was the 
charge that he was forced by the 
police to sign a confession. He con- 
tinues to say that he is Innocent. 

In July 1977 more than 5,000 per- 
sons signed a petition calling for a 


retrial. 

"All these things were just super- 
ficial thoughts since I had never met 
or questioned Baranes, or seen the 
police evidence," said Goldberg, 
who has 38 years of experience in in- 
vestigation. 

"What really got me going was 
reading a book recentlyon the Rah el 
Heller case, written by national 
police headquarters spokesman 
Baruch Leshem, who is a high- 
ranking police officer and had access 
to all the police and court material." 

Goldberg says the book furnished 
him with at least 20 reasons for doub- 
ting the justice of the conviction. 

For one thing, he said, Baranes 
was held for eight days of question- 
ing and then released by two "very 
capable police investigators" for 
whom Goldberg has "great respect” 


— Sgan- Nitzav H&na Ha dad and Nit- 
zav Arye Shur. He is convinced that 
they were right in finding Baranes 
innocent. 

Goldberg claims that Baranes's 
lawyer did not present all the 
evidence in favour of his client. Only 
new evidence could warrant a 
retrial. 


Sgan- Nitzav i Ret.) Shaul Marcus, 
who brought about Baranes' convic- 
tion, told The Post that he had no 
comment on the case. “II he has any 
complaints about the verdict, he 
' should turn to the courts who gave 
the verdict." 

When the Supreme Court rejected 
the Baranes appeal, ft condemned 
Marcus for illegal Interrogation 
methods and for holding Baranes in- 
communicado for three days after 
his re-arrest.

INSHAS, Egypt ( AP ). — Agriculture 
Minister Ariel Sharon yesterday dis- 
cussed cooperation with Egypt, 
toured farms, peeled oranges, nibbl- 
ed rice and snook hands with 
peasants saying "this is the real im- 
plementation of peace." 

After a day-long programme that 
included a verbal agreement on ex- 
change of agricultural know-how 
and experts, a tour of poultry and 
agriculture farms 50 km. northeast 
of Cairo and a glimpse of the richer 
and poorer parts of the city on the 
way. Sharon said "It's been a 
wonderful day. I've seen and felt the 
land and the people." 

Egyptian Agriculture Minister 
Mohamed Mahmoud Da wood told 
reporters after the 90-minute talks 
with Sharon that an Egyptian 
specialist in genetics would fly to 
Israel "in a few days." 

Sharon did not say when an Israeli 
would reciprocate. 

During the tour, Sharon had a 
first-hand view of the results of 
Egyptian land reclamation and com- 
mended the head of the station say- 
ing. "You should be proud of all this 
accomplishment." 

Then he told reporters he knew 
Israel “has many things to learn" 
from Egyptian agriculture and said 


he foresaw cooperation in several 
fields including insecticide and spice 
plantation. 

Sharon was intrigued by elephant 
ear plants, basically a potato variety 
Introduced to Egypt by the Greeks 
centuries ago. The plant takes its 
name from its green leaves. It is not 
planted in Israel. 

One of the farmers also showed off 
a variety of cactus. 

■ 'Let me try, I'm a farmer too," he 
told the farmer who was worried the 
minister might be hurt if be squash- 
ed the cactus. 

"We have such things too." The 
exchange was in Arabic and both 
men laughed heartily as Sharon held 
up the plant. 

He was offered one, along with rice 
stalks and elephant ear plants, but 
said he could net take them back to 
Israel with him because of a regula- 
tion forbidding the private import of 
vegetables.

Lipkln, voted Into the executive 
council on the Rafi -State List, com- 
plained about the cars last month, 
and Lahat then ordered Lipkln out of 
his Public Complaints Commission 
department. 

But Lipkin refused to leave the of- 
fice, claiming his position was the 
result of a coalition agreement. 

On Tuesday, when Lipkin was out 
of his office, Lahat went to the room 
and gave the secretary a few hours 
to pack up and move to another job, 
essentially depriving Public 
Complaints Commissioner Lipkin of 
his office facility. 

Lipkin said yesterday be plans to 
bring a motion for the agenda to the 
next city council meeting to sell the 
four cars along with six other cars 
purchased for senior municipal of- 
ficials. The 10 vehicles cost IL3.5m. 

Lipkin, who asked municipal 
treasurer Yitzhak A Iron for details 
of the car purchases, was told that 
they were bought according to a 
budgetary clause for replacing old 
municipal vehicles. 

"Did the vehicles of all four deputy 
mayors break down at once? 1 
Lipkin asked, adding that the cars 
had been acquired before the 
treasurer approved the decision. 

Commenting on Lahat's sugges- 
tion that Lipkin resign from the 
municipal executive, Lipkin said "he 
didn’t elect me to my position, and 
he won't tell me when to step down."

A chemistry professor who spent a 
year's sabbatical^ as an unpaid 
developer of laser-operated 
simulators for the IDF; al7-year-old 
who tends a paralysed girl and 
helpless old people; a Druse sheikh 
who organized his fellow villagers 
into a self-help organization; and a 
handicapped farmer who cares for 
families of people killed in work ac- 
cidents were among the winners of 
the President's Volunteer Prizes dis- 
tributed yesterday. 

Ten individuals and a 
neighbourhood committee — 
selected for the distinction from 
among 450 recommended volunteers 
— each received a plaque and a cer- 
tificate from President Yitzhak 
Navon at a ceremony that filled 
Jerusalem’s Blnyenej Ha'ooma with 
3,000 fellow volunteers. Education 
and Culture Minister Zevulun 
Hammer was also present. 

"I'll hangthe award on the wall, so 
that when people ask me about it, I'll 
get them interested in 
volunteering,” said Prof. Shaul 
Patai, 61, who teaches chemistry at 
the Hebrew University. Once a 
Hagana commander, he decided 
after the Yom Kippur War to volun- 
tarily head a team of scientists 
developing training Instruments for 
the army, including firing 
simulators and targets that elec- 
tronically record the number of 
"hits." 

"All Israel Is responsible for each 
other." said Avigall Ma'ati. 17, who 
met a 12-year-old paralysed girl 
while distributing Shabbat candles 
for Kfar Habad where she studies, 
helped her with physiotherapy for 
two years and relieved her Isolation. 
"People think too much about 
themselves and about luxuries, 
while there are many others who 
lock the basics and suffer In silence, 
just waiting to be discovered.” 
liana Suiasa. also 17, spoke like an 
experienced administrator as she 
told of the activities she helped 
organize as chairman of the Shtomi 


youth council. 

"I couldn't bear to see kids run- 
ning around in the streets after 
school with nothing to do," she said, 
"so I got my friends together and 
began organizing camps, trips, 
games and a Youth Day. when we 
replaced the council chairman." 

Alice and Walter Brenner, who 
suffered from severe "absorption 
pains” after their aliya from Los 
Angeles Just before the Yom Kippur 
War. have since been the address for 
English-speaking immigrants with 
problems in the Rehovot area. 

With contacts from the Association 
of Americans and Canadians in 
Israel and the municipality, they 
matched potential immigrants on 
pilot tours with Israelis of the same 
professions and took dozens of new- 
comers through the bureaucratic 
maze step by step. 

"We tell our friends in Loa Angeles 
to visit. They know we made it and 
nothing on earth can get us back. If 
they come, our home is open to 
them," they said yesterday. 

Instead of waiting for Max 
Stopelman to approach and receive 
his award. President Navon walked 
over to the fiO-year-old prizewinner, 
whose leg was amputated only this 
month as the result Df a work acci- 
dent many years ago. In 1974, the 
German-born farmer from Moshav 
BJtzron started as a volunteer 
worker among widows and orphans 
who lost relatives in work accidents, 
offering them moral and practical 
support and helping them fight for 
their legal rights. He organized par- 
ties and lours for them and became 
the counsellor of more than one 
orphan. 

There was no road, no girls’ school 
and no water in Yarka. the Druse 
village of Sheikh Hussein RamaJ 
when he started his voluntary activi- 
ty in 1954. Offered help by the 
government if local residents would 
organize, the sheikh set up a com- 
mittee to collect money for paving a 
road and acted as unpaid treasurer. 
During his four years as local coun- 
cil chairman he tVaa reimbursed 


only for expenses and watched the 
village thrive, with its 6,000 residents 
enjoying new schools and facilities 
he helped build. He also volunteered 
for the Cancer Society. 

The other winners were Miriam 
Peretz, 62. who has helped the aged 
and elderly in Hazor and Klryat Gat, 
and packs battle rations for the IDF; 

Yaron Shor. 27; an engineer who 
moved to Klryat Shmona from Tel 
Aviv and works with local youth 


groups; 

Hlllel St Opel, a 45-year-old electri- 
cian in Petah Tikva who volunteers 
as an operator of artificial kidney, 
machines in hospital and at patients' 
homes; - 

The residents' committee of the 
Neve Noy quarter in Beershetaa, 
which organized residents for the 
construction of bus station abetters 
and a commercial centre, the plan- 
ting of trees and the cleaning of the 
quarter with the help of children.

TEL AVTV. — Slmha Ehrlich will de- 
mand that Sunday's Liberal Central 
Committee session take a vote of 
confidence In him. But his demand 
will be so put that even his opponents 
will find it almost im possible- to vote 
against him, Liberal Party pundits 
say. 

Sources close to Ehrlich report 
that all three Liberal ministers. 
Yitzhak Moda'J, Gideon Patt and 
Moshe Nlssim, have In the last few 
days been urging him to drop the 
idea that they join him in facing a 
vote of confidence. None is eager to 
face the committee’s judgment, and 
each fears his own showing will fail 
below the others'. 

But this had made Ehrlich all the 
more determined to push ahead vith 
the scheme. However, he will not ask 
for a vote on Ms suitability as 
finance minister, for this he main- 
tains Is up to the prime minister on- 
ly. 

He can only be confirmed as the 
party leader and its representative 
in the cabinet. 

Even his bitterest opponents say 
they do not want his ouster from the 
cabinet, and do not mind his staying 
on in another capacity. As Ehrlich 
intends to frame the question, no one 
will be able to vote against Mm. 

Sources close to Ehrlich's arch- 
rival Yitzhak Moda’i say he sees 
Ehrlich's removal from the 
Treasury arof such Importance that 
be might even be willing to vacate 
his own cabinet seat to ensure this 


aim. 

Meanwhile, although the situation 
in the party is still described as fluid, 
indications are that Ehrlich will be . 
backed by the supporters of 
Minister- without-Portiotio' Moshe; 
Nisslm and by the Liberal Workers - 
Organization, now said to be back hi. 
the Ehrlich fold. Opposition will 
come primarily from Moda'i's group 
and. the party's Young Guard, head- 
ed by Ehrlich's former deputy, 
Yehezkel Flomin. with independents : 
and unaffiliated MK a such a* 
Menahem Savidor also joining' 
against Ehrlich. Some party sources 
say the group led by Industry* Trade 
and Tourism Minister Gideon JPatt 
and Knesset faction chief Avraham 
Sharir may also cooperate to some - 
degree with the opposition.

Suspected rapist dies, 
judge denies autopsy bid 


Simon HatlashriH, the 22-year-old 
soldier who was shot In the head dur- 
ing an alleged attempted rape on 
Tuesday night, died yesterday in 
Jerusalem's Hadassah University 
Hospital at Efn Karem. 

Some 70 relatives and friends 
crowded the hospital corridors after 
his death was announced and police 
reinforcements had to be called in to 
keep order. The national secretary 
of the Georgian Immigrants 
Association, Rafael Bar-Lari, was 
also on hand to calm those present. 

Yesterday a Jerusalem Judge 
turned down a police request for an 
autopsy and ordered that the body be 
turned over to the family for burial. 
Police sources said that even wfthout 
an autopsy they had obtained enough 
evidence to enable them to establish 


whether Hatiashvlli might be 
responsible for 16 other rape cases in 
Jerusalem over the past 10 months. 

The soldier was shot In a struggle 
with a 25-year-old resident of Talbieh. 
who awoke when he entered her 
fourth-floor apartment on Tuesday 
night, police said. In a struggle with, 
her attacker she pulled a licensed 
pistol from under her pillow and shot 
him, police said. He was rushed to 
hospital, where doctors said he had 
sustained massive brain damage. 

Police are still withholding the 
name and other details of the woman 
for fear of reprisals fro m the family 
qr friends.

Jerusalem Post Reporter 
HSLAVlV. — Another sign of the ap- 
proaching collapse of all municipal 
services came yesterday when 
Herzliya' Mayor Yosef Nevo an- 
nounced that garbage collection in 
bis town had stopped four days ago. 

Nevo said that garbage is now pil- 
ing up in the streets of Herzliya 
because the municipality has no 
money to pay for Its " removal. “I 
hope we can scrape together enough 
to pay the contractor to make a 
collection at the end of the week,” he 
said. ' 

Aside from the garbage collection, 
road, repairs and- maintenance have 
been halted in the town and more 


cuts In services are expected next 
week. 

Yesterday, Ma’aJot followed Belt 
Shemeshto become the second town 
in the country to suspend. all its ser- 
vices. Petah Tfkva Mayor Dov 
Tavori said yesterday .that, “ this 
trickle will soon become a flood, as , 
most municipalities are now 
reaching total bankruptcy.” 

The plight of the municipalities 
follows a decision last month by" the 
Union of Local Authorities to stop 
taking bank loans to finance ser- 
vices. This . move was designed to 
pressure the government to raise 
municipal budgets for the financial 
jtear and to liquidate an ac- 
cumulated debt estimated at 
ILl4.2b. 


SHLOMI (Itlm). — About 500 heads 
of families converged yesterday on 
. this development' town near the 
Lebanese border In .Western Galilee, 
competing for the 80 available 
apartments. 

They were responding to a govern- 
ment offer of easy terms for buying 
or renting fiats to those who find 
work in or near the town. 

Four hundred heads of. families 
came up from Tel Aviv .in buses 
organized for the “Fulfil Yourself in 
'Shlomi" campaign. Another 100 
heads of families came In private 
cars to try their luck, though they 
hadn't met the criteria of need and 
suitability in preliminary interviews 
in Tel Aviv. 

The town of -2,400 actually has 


more empty apartments. But 100 
were left unfinished two years ago 
by a contractor who went bankrupt. 
Another 200 were set aside Tor new 
immigrants last year when the local 
council complained that the town 
was stagnating for lack of new 
settlers. Only a few new immigrants, 
however, came to the absorption 
.centre. 

The unfinished flats are to be com- 
- pleted soon. Demand for homes here 
is expected to Increase because of 
the housing shortage In the centre of 
the country. 

A screening committee will review 
tbe applications for settlement and is 
expected to respond within two 
weeks.

J’lem not a city of strife, 
Kollek tells black leaders

TEL AVIV. — Reserves in the 
National Blood Bank In Jaffa have 
fallen to “a dangerously low level," 
Dr. Shulaxnit Bar-Sheni, director of 
blood services In Magen David 
Adorn, said yesterday. 

In the first half of October donors 
gave 2,000 units of blood, well below 
the normal monthly average of 4,000 
units, and many non-essential 
operations are being postponed, Bar- 
Shenl confirmed. 

The Health Ministry seemed un- 
aware of the situation- yesterday. 
From the office of Director-General 
Baruch Modan, The Jerusalem Post 
was told that the fall off in blood 
donations was normal during the 
holidays. But MDA spokesman 
Moshe Dayan emphasized that tbe 
situation was "desperate. Somebody 
in the Blood Bank is trying to hide 
the true situation from the 
ministry.” 

Dayan also said that sales of MDA 
lottery tickets were one-third below 
the anticipated level. "The public Is 
no doubt trying to punish MDA for 
the allegations of mismanagement 
and corruption,” he said. “But they 
are only punishing themselves.” 

Dayan blamed the situation on 
MDA's financial crisis. "We have 
not had the money to pay for the 
plastic bags in which the blood is 
stored, and we have cut hack on our 


publicity to encourage blood donors. 
■ For Instance, we have cancelled our 
television adverts,” he said. 

The MDA blood bank supplies an 
estimated 90 per cent of all blood 
used by hospitals and the array. 
Most big hospitals have their own 
small blood banks, but tbey are in- 
sufficient for daily needs. Dayan 
said the public must be convinced to 
resume Its support. 

MeanwMle, the executive com- 
mittee of the Ma’alot MDA branch 
decided on Tuesday evening to close 
the branch at the end of the week 
because of an IL800.000 debt. 

But Dayan said yesterday that 
local executives are no longer 
authorized to close branches and 
that MDA's policy now is to keep all 
branches open. "The executive can 
resign and return the keys of the 
branch to the central headquarters, 
but we will keep it open with Health 
Ministry support,” he said. 

Although the ministry is now 
channelling money to MDA and 
helping it implement the reforms 
recommended by the inter- 
ministerial committee chaired by 
Doron Elhananl, the organization 
still has a monthly deficit of some 
IL4m. 

MDA still has no permanent ex- 
ecutive committee or permanent 
director-general, though ap- 
pointments are expected to be an- 
nounced within the next few weeks.

U.S. seeks 
deportation of 
alleged Nazi 

WASHINGTON (Reuter). — The 
Justice Department la seeking the 
immediate deportation of a 79-year- 
old Yugoslav who it aaid was a major 
Nazi collaborator during World War 

n. 

In a motion filed with the U.S. Im- - 
migration Court in Los Angelea 
yesterday, the department urged 
that a 2999 order suspending Andrija 
Artukovic’a deportation be revoked 
because of his alleged role in the 
massacre of Jews and Serbs during 
the war. 

Papers filed by the deportment’s 
unit in charge of tracing Nazis 
residing In the.U.B. alleged that Ar- 
tuko vic entered the country illegally 
using a false name In 1948. 

The department "claimed that as 
minister of justice and Interior In the 
Nazi-sponsored state of Croatia, Ar- 
tukovic participated in the large- 
scale massacre, of Jews, .Serbs and 
.othe r minority groups. 

Artukovlc, now a retired 
bookkeeper living In Surfslde, 
California, appealed the 1952 .depor- 
tation order And In 2969 was granted 
a temporary stay. . 

The Justice Department said the 
Immigration Act- as .amended by 
congress in 1978 specifically exclud- 
ed Nazi war criminals from stays of 
deportation. -

Sick Fund orders probe into death 
from wrong blood type transfusion 


Jerusalem Ppst Reporter 
TEL AVIV. — Kupat Hollm yester- 
day set up a three-man committee of 
inquiry to investigate the death of a 
38-year-old patient caused by a 
transfusion with the wrong blood 
type last week at the Soroka Hospital 
In Beersheba. 

The committee, set up by Prof.. 
Halm Doron, medical director of the 
sick fund, consists of two professors 
— a surgeon and a laboratory 
specialist — and a member of the 
fund's central committee. 

The committee is to complete in- 
vestigations within several days and 
submit its findings to the legal 
department of the sick fund which, 
after studying them, will forward the 
report to the Health Ministry. 

A Kupat Hollm spokesman said 
that immediately after the accident 
steps were taken to prevent the 
recurrence of such an event, the first 
of its kind in the hospital's 20 years of 
existence. 

The patient, Yitzhak Bonen, 
married and father of two, and an 
employee of Makhteshira near 


Beersheba, waa admitted to the 
hospital during the middle of last 
week suffering from ulcers and in- 
ternal hemorrhage. 

During the operation he was given 
an "A" blood transfusion, although 
his blood type was “O”. Shortly 
after, his blood began to congeal. He 
died 12 hours later, 

Soroka's medical director. Dr. 
David Ronnen, ordered an Im- 
mediate inquiry, which showed that 
two mistakes had been made, one 
“medical” and the other “ad- 
ministrative.” He declined to reveal 
the nature of either. 

Dr. Ronnen himself Informed the 
Bonen family of the death, express- 
ing his regrets and those of the entire 
hospital staff.

After he 
served as the authority's first direc- 
tor and the programme expanded, 
the directorship passed to more 
senior hands. 

Police said yesterday at Tel Aviv 
Magistrates Court that they believe 
Hadar had accomplices, notably a 
bank manager, and that the 
embezzlement took place over a 
period of 10 years. They said they 
plan to question Hadar's superiors. 

The magistrate ordered Hadar 
remanded into custody for an ad- 
ditional 25 days of interrogation, but 
because of poor health, be will re- 
main at the Abarbanel Hospital in 
Bat Yam, under police supervision. 


2nd day of West 
Bank disturbances

West Bank schoolchildren took to 
the streets for the second con- 
secutive day yesterday to throw 
stones at Israeli vehicles and to sing 
nationalist songs in Bir Zeit and 
Ramallah. There were no injuries 
and no arrests were made. 

The first incident, which took 
place in mid-morning, involved 
about 80 pupils of the Emir Hassan 
school in Bir Zeit, who demonstrated 
near the town's university, threw 
•tones and burnt tires. Local 
residents removed a barrier of 
stones erected on the road after an 
IDF patrol had arrived at the scene. 

In Ramallah, girls of the A1 A marl 
secondary school inarched into the 
centre of the town singing nationalist 
songs and shouting slogans. They 
were dispersed by security forces 
without incident. 

The two outbreaks followed a 
demonstration outside the Ramallah 
town hall on Tuesday, when 
youngsters threw stones at Israeli 
vehicles to protest the trial of 
Ramallah Mayor Karim Khalaf and 
EI-Bireh Mayor Ibrahim Tawil.

But as he stressed moderation by 
OPEC in his talks, Otelba told the 
Japanese prime minister that oil 
was a vital resource for which 
producers could ask any price they 
want under present circumstances. 

He said OPEC would take respon 
sible action in relation to the world 
economy, still reeling from the latest 
round of oil price increases. 

He spoke before word of Saudi 
Arabian Oil Minister Ahmed Zald 
Yamani’s remark in the U.S. that 
world oil markets were out of control 
reached Tokyo and rocked the 
foreign exchange market, pushing 
the yen to a 20-month low Against the 
dollar. 

Speaking in Heston, Virginia, 
Yamani told reporters "This la due 
to high consumption and the loss of 
control on the Rotterdam market 
and the spot market. The consumers 
are responsible for that. You have to 
do something about it before it is too 
late." 

The Saudi minister's remarks 
followed Increases announced this 
week by Libya and Iran of .about 
$ 2.80 per barrel of oil, raising the 
price above the $23.60 OPEC ceiling.

Three felony charges against 
Mohammed Anwar al-Ageell were 
dropped at the request of the U.S. 
Navy and the Saudi government. 
Judge William Shapero granted a 
motion by Deputy Commonwealth's 
Attorney Lawrence Lawless to drop 


the charges. 

"I have been assured by them that 
the gentleman will be punished 
equally or more severely in Saudi 
Arabia than he would be in our 
criminal justice system," Lawless 
explained after a brief hearing in 
genera] district court.

29, was arrested last Thursday and 
charged with sodomy, abduction and 
felonious assault of a U.S. Navy 
enlisted man.

those strategic waters. 

The 64. 000- ton carrier Midway and 
six other Navy ships entered the In- 
dian Ocean from the South China Sea 
on Sunday for training manoeuvres 
and port colls aimed at stressing 
U.S. interests in the area, including 
the Persian Gulf. 


FLORENCE (Reuter). — Fourteen 
of Italy's Red Brigades terrorist 
leaders, including the movement's 
self-proclaimed chief Renato Curcio. 
were sentenced to additional prison 
-terms yesterday for their courtroom 
behaviour at an earlier trial, during 
which they were locked In an Iron 
cage. 

They were found guilty of Inciting 
armed struggle, favouring crime, in- 
sulting the law and using threatening 
language during the clamorous trial 
in Turin last year. 

The Turin trial was held as Red 
Brigades terrorists kidnapped ex- 
premier Aido Moro. The Brigades 
tried to ransom Moro (or their jailed 
leaders and killed him after the 
government refused to meet their 
demands. 

Yesterday's sentences added 10 
years to Curcio's various Jail terms, 
which now total 63 years and six 
months. Curcio has been in prison 
since 1974. apart from four months' 
freedom after a 1976 jail break, for 
his part In dozens of bombings and 
shootings carried out by the 
Brigades since the movement was 
formed in 1970. 

Alberto Franceachlnl, Tonlno 
Paroll and Pietro Bertolazzi, were 
also given sentences of 10 years. The 
other 10 defendants were jailed for 
eight years. 


E. German dissidents 
arrive in Bonn 

BONN ( AP) . — Two prominent East 
German dissidents who had been im- 
prisoned by the Communist govern- 
ment arrived in West Germany six 
days after their release under a 
general amnesty. 

Marxist economist Rudolf Bahro, 
43, f» nd anti-military activist Nico 
Huebner. 24. arrived separately by 
train at the border between the two 
German states, Western officials 
said. 

Bahro. who entered West Ger- 
many at Helmstedt with his wife and 
two children, was expected to travel 
on to Cologne, officials said. 
Huebner, who arrived at 
Ludwigstadt with his wife and son. 
was reportedly headed for Munich. 

The two dissidents were released 
last Thursday under an amnesty 
declared on the 30th anniversary of 
the East German state. 


EGYPT. — The Arab Navigation 
Company, meeting at Arab League 
headquarters In Tunis, decided to 
suspend Egypt from membership 
and move its headquarters from 
Alexandria to Iraq, it was announced 
yesterday. The decision followed the 
suspension of Egypt from various 
Arab League bodies after the peace 
agreement with Israel.

Chinese have ‘no illusions’ as 
talks in Moscow finally start 


Human rights activist tried 
for disturbances in Pekiner 


MOSCOW (AP). — Soviet and 
Chinese officials yesterday began 
their first full session of talks on nor- 
malizing relations between the two 
feuding communist giants. 

Western correspondents watched 
as the Chinese delegation, headed by 
Vice-Foreign Minister Wang Yup- 
ing, entered an ornate Soviet foreign 
ministry guest house on Alexei 
Tolstoy Street for the opening of the 
plenary talks. 

in Peking yesterday, Acting 
Chinese Premier Deng Xiaoping 
said China doesn’t have "any il- 
lusions" about the success of Slno- 
Soviet talks Intended to ease tensions 
between the two former allies turned 
antagonists. 


Deng told a U.S. governors' 
delegation that China hopes for 
progress in the talks beginning in 
Moscow, but he added, "at the same 
time we don't entertain any Illusions 
about it." 

Deng is acting premier in the 
absence of Premier Hua Guofeng, 
who is visiting Western Europe. 

Deng, who is senior deputy 
premier, reminded the seven gover- 
nors that China and the Soviet Union 
have been conducting border talks 
for 10 years but no disputes have 
been settled. 

Furthermore, he said, “it has 
taken 10 days for Chinese and Soviet 
negotiators in Moscow just to settle 
on the protocol for the upcoming 

talks." 


PEKING (Reuter). — China put a 
woman hitman rights campaigner on 
trial yesterday and warned critics of 
the communist s y stem to abandon 
their "wishful thinking." 

Activist F u Yuehua, a 34-year-old 
former building worker, was charg- 
ed with libel and violating public 
order by organizing mass distur- 
bances. 

She appeared In the same cour- 
troom where outspoken human 
rights advocate Wei Jingsheng on 
Tuesday was jailed for 19 years and 
deprived of his political rights for a 
further three years. 

The hearing yesterday coincided 
with a tough warning in the

Party newspaper, which said a few 
people with the same aims as Wei 
were trying to cause disruption and 
subvert the sytstem. 

"We would like to advise you that 
you are miscaculating and that it 
would be better to throw away your 


wishful thinking," It said . ' 

Wei and Fu are the first Chfneae- 
human rights campaigners to go on 
trial and the hearings have been held: 
as Communist Party chairman and 
Premier Boa Guofeng tours western 
Europe.

IN THIS zany story Avram Mutz 
(Gene Wilder), an orthodox rabbi 
from a world-famous yeshiva In 
Poland, Is Imported to America to i 
help tame the Wild West. His boat 
docks in Philadelphia, where a trio 
of cut-throats offer to give him a lift 
to California. They then steal all of 
his belongings and leave him un- 
conscious somewhere in the middle . 
of Pennsylvania. 

When Avram regains his senses, 
he sets off In search of San Fran- 
cisco, which he believes to be near. 
New York. He becomes very lost. 

. Tommy LDlard (Harrison Ford) is 
an outlaw who finds a hungry Avram 
chasing- after a prairie chicken 
somewhere in the middle of 
America: This unlikely pair of 
. peacemakers., one a pistole-packing 
man* fdoactiqn,, thp ( iQttiex fiVw a-, 
toting,, man .of God. team up.Jtara 
series of sidesplitting adventures. 

Wilder is no newcomer to the role 
of a wide-eyed innocent, and as 
Avram Mutz, he . displays an ab- 
solutely beatific and hilarious per- 
sonality. The glow of his blue eyes 
well suits a rigorously Orthodox rab- 
bf malting his way through a very 
strange new world. Wilder spent ten 
months, the promotion literature 
says, with special consultants who 
taught him to speak, eat, chant,* 
dance and even to curse like a Polish 
rabbinical student of 1890. 

Harrison Ford, in the role of Tom- 
my. takes a step down In his acting 
career. Recently he starred in "Star 
Wars" and saved the entire uni- 
verse. Now he is reduced to saving 
the lost Avram. He purports to be 
nothing more or less than a bank 
robber, a card player and a 
whoremonger, but he does befriend 
Avram, whose Orthodox Judaism is 
absolutely Greek to this immensely 
practical outlaw. 

This is director Aldrich’s first ven- 
ture into comedy. His past credits in- 
clude “The Dirty Dozen," "The 
Killing of Sister George" and 
"Whatever Happened to Baby 
Jane?" The film Is no masterpiece,- 
but It does yield a series of rlp- 
snorting, often hilarlonB and 
sometimes touching adventures.

THE SUPREME Court dismissed an 
appeal against a judgment of the Tel 
Aviv District Court delivered on 
December 31, 1978. (In A.T.A. 
244/77). 

The appellant, an American 
citizen, bought an apartment -In 
Netanya In May, 1973, for 357,000. In 
January 1977, he sold the apartment 
to another foreign resident for $30,- 
000. Although the appellant had suf- 
fered an actual loss of $7,000, the 
Land Appreciation Tax authorities 
demanded payment of appreciation 
tax, which is levied on profits from 
real estate transactions. They based 
their claim on the fact that, owing to 
the devaluation of the Israeli pound 
between the years 1978 and 1977, the 
difference in Israeli pounds between 
the purchase price of the apartment 
in 1973 and its sales price in 1977 was 
HAS, 000. 

The appellant, understandably In- 
censed at the suggestion that he 
owed appreciation tax on a transac- 
tion os which he had lost money, ob- 
jected to the demand, and when his 
objection was dismissed by the Ob- 
jections Committee, he appealed to 
the Supreme Court.

Judgment 

JUSTICE Asher, who delivered the 
Judgment of the Supreme Court, 
pointed out that It has already been 
held in the past that land apprecia- 
tion tax is levied on nominal profit, 
without. taking Into account the real 
value of the currency at the time of, 
purchase and sale of property, and' 
that the law does not discriminate, 
for appreciation tax purposes, 
between Israeli and foreign 
residents, (see C.A. 669/73, 2 P.D. 
28/750). However, 'couzisel for the 
appellant in the present case had 
Sought to persuade the court that this 
ruling was Incorrect and un- 
reasonable. 

The court was not persuaded, held 
Justice Asher. Land appreciation 
tax, he went on to explain, Is levied 
on transactions with respect to 
property in the State of Israel, and. 
anyone who sells any such property, 
whether he be a foreign resident or a 
local one, la liable for appreciation 
tax, unless expressly exempted 
therefrom by law.

official currency in Israel. And if any 
confirmation of this fact were re- 
quired from any foreign resource, 
one could do no better than refer to a 
leading English case — Rhokana 
Corp. v. I.R.C. (21 RTC 552) — and to 
American precedents to the effect 
that gain or loss In foreign currency 
transactions must be determined for 
tax purposes by valuing the curren- 
cy in American money (see 61 Yale 
Law Journal, p. 1811. and 26 F. 2nd 
249, 255). But tbe appellant's counsel 
has argued that only actual gain 
should be translated into Israeli 
currency, and that if there were no 
gain, or a loss, in terms of the foreign 
currency in which the transaction 
had been conducted (as had happen- 
ed In the present case), then no ap- 
preciation tax in Israeli currency 
should be demanded. 

However, the Supreme Court could 
not accept this contention, held 
Justice Asher. For the calculation of 
tax must be based on the -difference 
between the sales price, as 
translated into Israeli currency, and 
the purchase price, as translated 
Into Israeli currency, at the rates of 
exchange relevant at both times; 
and if a comparison of the sales price

Solar energy progress at Hebrew University lab 


Big power out of tiny cells

People reading about the cause of 
the recent nationwide power failure 
have learned some basics about the 
conventional method of generating 
and distributing electricity. 

One of these basics is that current 
emerging from the generating 
machine crackles out at astounding- 
ly high voltages. A network of bridg- 
ing systems and stepdown 
transformers must reduce these 
dangerous voltages to the 
manageable 2(X>-to-500 volt range, 
before the current can be brought 
Into our homes and factories. 

For Renata Reisfeld. professor of 
inorganic chemistry at the Hebrew 
University of Jerusalem, creating 
electric current proceeds In the op- 
posite direction. 

'Like hundreds of other solar 
energy scientists all over the world, 
her field Is photo-voltaic electricity 
production. As the state of this 
science now stands, tiny quantities 
of electric current produced by 
wafer-shaped cells — usually silicon 
— are collected and combined until 
useful voltages are built up. Today, 
commercial production of photo- 
voltaic electricity is as yet commer- 
cially unfeasible. 

Interviewed In her home on the 
night of the Big Blackout, Prof. 
Reisfeld said: "Solar cells simply 
but remarkably convert sunlight into 
electricity directly, without the need 
of boilers, turbines or other in- 
termediate generating equipment. 
True, the individual cells produce 
only small quantities of power. But 
when arrayed by the thousands into 
what we call solar cell modules, 
significant amounts of electricity 
can be generated. Fortunately, 
silicon is one of the most abundant 
elements on earth." 

For decades Israeli egg farmers, 
by the use of electric illumination, 
have been "fooling" hens into laying 
more eggs. In the darkroom, master 
photographers employing unconven- 


tional chemicals and methods fre- 
quently "push" their films well 
beyond their normal range of 
capability. 

As the world energy crisis deepen- 
ed. Prof. Reisfeld began thinking of 
ways to "fool" and "push" silicon 
ceils into producing more electricity. 

Using magnifying lenses to con- 
centrate the sunlight over the cell 
has been ruled out. since the Intense 
heat resulting from magnification Is 
too much for the delicate cells to 
tolerate. Enlarging the solar cell 
modules to giant proportions not 
only poses a space problem, but the 
cost — approximately $5,000 per 
square metre of cells — becomes 
prohibitive. 

Obviously, a solution must come 
from another direction. Renata 
Reisfeld ‘s new approach involves 
what could be described as a form of 
"plastic surgery" on light rays milli- 
microseconds before they strike the 
solar cells. 

Her. research has come to the 
attention of the American govern- 
ment. A team of U.S. Department of 
Energy investigators, visiting here a 
few weeks ago as guests of the 
Ministry of Energy, has suggested a 
joint Israelf-American development 
programme aimed at carrying the 
Reisfeld research forward at a 
faster pace. 

Meanwhile. Dr. Arthur Shavlt, 
chief scientist at the Ministry of 
Energy, has arranged for Prof. 
Reisfeld to address a Joint European 
Community seminar on solar energy 
to be held in Ispra, Italy, in early 
December. Her subject will be her 
new method — already patented — 
for greatly Increasing the power out- 
put of silicon solar cells without use 
of expensive "tracking" systems. 


each other all through the day- 

Besides the costly Infrastructure 
and operating expenses, "tracking” 
systems must be equipped with ex- 
pensive electronic light-sensing In- 
strumentation. 

These extra costs, while boosting 
the cells’ efficiency, also boost the 
price of the - electricity produced. At 
present this is rather expensive, $10 
per watt in peak sunlight intensity 
hours, and even higher during the 
rest of the day. 

Prof. ReisfekTs approach is strict- 
ly optical. It seeks to do away with 
the need of tracking systems. 
Moreover, by concentrating and 
enhancing the electro-creative clout 
of the sunlight. It permits substantial 
reduction in the size of silicon cell 
modules, thus cutting the price of in- 
stallation while at the same time in- 
creasing the output of electricity. 

How la it done? 

■’Naturally," she told The 
Jerusalem Post . "neither 1 nor the 
Hebrew University, to whom I have 
assigned the patent, can go into too 
much detail. However, a simple 
description of the process Is as 
follows: Above the solar cell array 
we position a fiat sheet of 
transparent material treated by us 
in .such a way that It captures, 
filters, improves and concentrates 
the striking light in the best possible 
manner."

“Tracking" alludes to the moun- 
ting of the solar cell modules on 
motorized platforms that slowly 
rotate and revolve in tandem with 
the movement of the earth in rela- 
tion to the sun. The objective Is to 
keep the cells and the sun facing 


Pressed for more specific informa- 
tion, Prof. Reisfeld' added: "Light 
consists of particles called photons 
being emitted from the light source 
at various speeds, or frequencies. 
The complete bundle of light is call- 
ed the spectrum, and the space oc- 
cupied by each of these different 
groups of light frequencies is called 
a wavelength. Now. there is more to 
light than what meets our eyes. The 
total light spectrum includes not 
only visible light but also ultra-violet 
and infra-red light — the type of light 
we cannot see with our eyes. 

“My work Involves two aspects. 
First, I want to know which light 


frequencies solar cells like best. Se- 
cond, Z think of ways to convert all 
and any of the light striking the cell 
into those preferred frequencies. In 
other words, we must alter the 
characteristics of those useless and 
sometimes harmful photons." 


Like most other Hebrew Universi- 
ty scientists who have scored spec- 
tacular successes in their research, 
Renata Reisfeld insists modestly, 
"We still have a long way to go." 
Nevertheless, facts are facts. 


She has perfected what appears to 
be a revolutionary method of greatly 
increasing the silicon cell's electric 
power production capacity. The 
Reisfeld system is built around a 
.sheet of hitherto unknown 
transparent material placed over 
and near the arrays of tiny cell*. 


She impregnates this transparent 
' material with a secret combination 
of fluorescent ions — electrically 
charged atoms — which have special 
optical properties. Since the cover- 
ing sheet is fiat, overheating of the 
delicate silicon cells la averted. 

As for the fluorescent ions — she 
calls them "luminescent species" — 
these go to work an the rays of light 
right after they penetrate the upper 
face of the transparent shield. By the 
time the sun’s light penetrates the 
shield and strikes the' cell, useless 
wavelengths are converted into very 
useful ones. . . 

The result is simple but 
remarkable: the silicon cell, like the 
hen in the kibbutz chicken-coop, is 
pushed into producing the maximum 
amount (of electricity) possible un- 
der known conditions. 


Britain reluctant to act

New management at Blueband Telma

HAIFA. — Blueband Telma, the 
country's largest margarine 
producer, is changing hands. Koor, a 
major shareholder since 1975 has ap- 
pointed an outsider as the new 
managing director. As a result, 
Giora Teltsch, scion of the family 
that founded Blueband two and a 
half generations ago and has manag- 
ed it ever since, is leaving. 

For the few surviving veterans of 
Blueband's early days, the change 
means the end of an era, with all the 
accompanying sadness and 
nostalgia. The Teltsch family and 
the margarine business in Israel 
have been synonymous for more 
than 41 years. The parting of the 
ways, though not a surprise to 
staffers, appeared too abrupt to 
many. 

"It's true the firm hasn't belonged 
to the Teltschs for years, but there 
has always been one of them around 
to lead it," was the general comment 
at the Haifa Baysirie plant. "Now, 
thats all over. There wlli soon be new 
faces swarming all over the place. It 
won't be easy to get used to It." 

The Blueband story was at times 
as sleek as its margarine, but usual- 
ly much more colourful. The com- 
pany was founded tn 1938 as the 
Palestine Edible Products Co., a 


branch of the multinational Unilever 
firm. The Initiative came from a 
veteran margarine specialist and 
one of Unilever's most successful 
chemists. Dr. A. Hildeshelmer. At 
the outset 20 employees worked in a 
shack leased from the Shemen Oil 
company, which was located in 
Haifa's Bayslde district. 

In those early days people knew 
little of margarine or its usefulness 
as a butter substitute. It took World 
War H and rationing for people to 
realize that margarine was just as 
nutritious — and it didn't taste that 
much different after all. 

In 2947. at the height of the austeri- 
ty period. Blueband researchers 
came up with a new idea to enrich 
the calory-poor diet of the people. 
Then the first Israeli-made mayon- 
naise was born — and the first 
product to appear under the Telma 
brand. 

From 1952 on Blueband Telma did 
not stop growing. Spreads, vegetable 
soup cubes, milk and low fat 
margarines — to mention some new 
products — were started. By 1955 ali 
of them moved to the company's new 
premises, the 67-dunam Bayside 
plant just by the Haifa airport. 

Today Blueband produces about 90 
per cent of all margarines consumed 
in the country and over 80 per cent of 
the mayonnaise. Telma exports have

long passed the $im. mark a year 
and reach some 20 countries. 

Much of Blueband Telma’s 
success. Its people acknowledge 
was due to the strong character of 
Ernst S. Teltsch, who headed the 
firm for more than 20 years. An 1m 
migrant from Germany, who led a 
very adventurous life since his 
arrival in Israel, he married Dr. 
Hildeshelmer ’s daughter and joined 
the firm, first as a technician, later 
making his way up to the top. 

He was as tough and as scrupulous 
a manager as only a "yeke" could 
be. former colleagues recall. "Until 
his very last day at the office. It 
would take only the sound of his 
voice or his entering a room, for peo- 
ple to stop talking and the walls to 
start shaking”, a former secretary 
said with a smile. 

Blueband Telma remained a 
Unilever affiliate until 1960, when 
shares were sold to the London 
Rothschild bank. By 1975 Koor, 
together with a group of German In- 
vestors, took over the firm and 
Ernst's son, Giora, was signed up for 
a five-year term as managing direc- 
tor. 

His contract is almost ended now 
and it is not being renewed by 
mutual agreement. Giora will be the 
last of the Teltschs to have a taste of 
margarine-making.

MEXICO CITY (UPI). — For cen- 
turies Mexico's Indians have been 
dining on worms and other edible; in- 
sects. Now, entomologist Julieta 
Ram oa Elourdy is cataloguing Mex- 
ico's more than 60 varieties of edible 
Insects, which she thinks could help 
feed the world's hungry. She say s 
they're all rich in protein. 

“This Isn't science Jictkm;” says 
Dr. Ramos Elourdy of the Biology 
Institute of the National Autonomous 
University of Mexico. "These Insects 
are beings which inhabit our planet 
just like cows, pigs and birds, which 
we eat daily without any type of psy- 
chological barrier." 

Ramos Elourdy admits she had to 


gag down the first worm she ate. but 
now says she and her family fight 
over the Insect delicacies she 


prepares. 

The most popular insects served in 
Mexico are the maguey worms, 
which are found on the cactus from 
which tequila is distilled. 
Grasshoppers also are common, but 
the most unusual bug is called the 
jumlle and is served alive as a spicy 
condiment. 

The usual way of preparing the in- 
sects for the table is frying or baking 
them. It Is customary to serve them 
In tacos with guacamole or other hdt 
Mexican sauces. 

Another delicacy Is a plate of ants. 


which the Indiana of Oaxaca serve 
on special occasions to highly es- 
teemed guests. 

Despite the aversion of city 
dwellers to insects, several ot Mex- 
ico City's poshest restaurants serve 
them to gourmets.

However, any 
move through £1,450 would -cause 
concern for a continuation of the 
year's decline. 

COFFEE — This week's sharp fall 
has returned coffee prices to an area 
of potential support near £3.775 and. 
with the indicator oversold, a 
technical rally should occur. 

SUGAR — Its brief reaction last 
week has established a higher sup- 
port level In the £153-£143 range, 
which should contain the downside 
risk. Additionally, the large base for- • 
raatlon evident below £125 should 
still lead to substantially higher 
prices over the intermediate term. 

WOOL — Although wool is finding 
support above 460. cents at present 
the supply established between 
current levels and 487 cents could 
still push prices lower in the short 
term. 

SOYABEAN MEAL — Soyabean 
meal encountered resistance at £127 
and prices are now testing support 
from the small base formation, 
which should limit the risk. 

SILVER — The trading range cen- 
tred on 750p should soon support a 
move above the previous peak at 
650p, which would confirm a further 
advance to follow. 

ALUMINIUM - Although 
aluminium is encountering some 
resistance from the year's peaks 
above *800, support at $740 should 
continue to limit the downward risk 
and eventually push prices into new 
high ground.

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Gold loses more of its lustre 


LONDON (AP) 1 .- - — Gold bullion 
prices slumped in Europe yesterday 
morning on top of sharp losses the 
day before, while the U.S. dollar 
gained. 

Gold's fall in busy trading was in 
reaction to new U.S. Treasury rules 
for conducting Us gold auctions. 

U.S. President Jimmy Carter's ad- 
ministration decided to abandon 
monthly auctions of 1,750,008 ounces 
of gold in a bid to keep gold buyers 
guessing on any future soles and 
thereby “deter" the speculation 
which has undermined confidence in 
the dojlar. 

London's Big Five bullion dealers 
"fixed” the morning price of gold at 
*386.40 a troy ounce, down from 
Tuesday's closing of $890.50. 

In Zurich, Europe's largest gold 
market, the metal sold at mid- 
morning for *388.50. down *11 from 
Tuesday. 

TTie gold price fell *9 in London and 
$7 in Zurich on Tuesday. 


In Tokyo the dollar began the day 
by hitting a record high this year for 
the fourth day in a row against the 
Japanese yen. closing at 233.95 yen. 
from 231.65 the day before. 

Nea rly *3b. changed hands in 
heavy trading as news of higher oil 
prices continued to damage the yen. 

In Europe, the dollar opened 
slightly higher against major 
currencies, but then slipped below 
Tuesday’s closing levels.

Frankfurt — 1.7943 West German 
marks, down from 1.7985; 

Zurich — 1.6352 Swiss francs, down 
from 1.6357;

In London, the British pound was 
worth *2.1487, compared with *2.1535 
late Tuesday.

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Brezhnev avoids Assad 


WHAT EXACT promises of military hardware were made to 
Syria’s President Hafez Assad during his brief stay in Moscow 
this week Is at the moment unknown. 

Unofficial reports speak of a “large scale" weapons deal that 
includes a number of the ultra-sophisticated Mig-27's as well as 
a number of Mig-23's. According to "Le Figaro" of Paris, Syria 
already has 20 of the latter aircraft. 

What is certain is that the Syrian leader’s visit to the Kremlin 
was much shorter than originally planned. Instead of lasting 
three to four days, it took barely two, after which he headed for 
Soviet Armenia. Moreover, President Leonid Brezhnev was 
■ missing from all the meetings with — and receptions for — his 
old friend, President Assad. 

Three possible explanations for the absence of the Soviet chief 
suggest themselves. 

First, President Brezhnev might be truly ill, as stated official- 
ly, even though all such assertions when coming from the 
Kremlin tend to be suspect, especially since Brezhnev seemed 
to be in fairly good condition while In East Berlin earlier this 
month. 

The second explanation Is that the Soviet leader was anxious 
to demonstrate his disappointment with Syria's policy in- 
constancy. which to the Kremlin's mind is being aggravated by 
a deepening involvement In Lebanon and recurrent rift with 
neighbouring Iraq. The third possible explanation is that he was 
not about to grant anything but a fraction of the Syrian request, 
and declined to enter into an argument on the subject. 

Disagreements over arms supplies have surfaced before in 
the relations between Moscow and Damascus. In November of 
last year Syrian chief -of -staff Hikmat Shehabi cut short a visit 
to Moscow, reportedly after being apprised that the Russians 
were less than eager to fill his shopping-bag. 

The Soviets then gave two reasons for their reluctance, accor- 
ding to some reports. First, the Syrian-lraql merger, which then 
being mooted, should have sufficiently boosted Syrian strength 
without any significant addition of Soviet hardware. Besides, 
they were not anxious to encourage the Syrians to undertake 
adventures that might prove all too costly in sophisticated 
weaponry, and perhaps in other respects as well. 

The loss of nine Syrian Mig-21's in dogfights with Israel 
warplanes over Lebanon last month had originally been ex- 
pected to underline President Assad’s bid for an updated ver- 
sion of the Soviet bird. There is, however,' some reason to 
believe that the Kremlin is not entirely blind to the role played 
by the Syrian pilots themselves in getting shot 'out of the sky. 

All this need not lead us to the conclusion that Hafez Assad left 
Moscow empty-handed. His talks with Premier Alexei Kosygin, 
Defence Minister Dimitry Ustinov and central committee 
secretary Boris Ponomaryov may still have resulted in a 
limited arms supply agreement. 

Limited in this context would mean small enough not to allow 
Syria to cause premature trouble, but large enough to keep 
Syria happy — and to guarantee Soviet interests in the region 
for the foreseeable future. 

These interests include the undermining of U.S. efforts to i 
bolster the peaceful relationship between Egypt and Israel, and 
to work out a peaceful settlement for Lebanon. | 


Battling road deaths 


TUESDAY this week was a fairly light day for traffic accidents: 
only one person killed and 29 injured. 

No wonder, too, for it was a special Drive Carefully Day, with 
the police out in force patrolling the roads and trying to catch 
offenders, and radio's second programme keeping up a barrage 
of road safety instructions all day long. 

This, it may be assumed, will not last. Things are bound to get 
back to normal, more or less, pretty soon, and the carnage to 
pick up again. 

Can anything nevertheless be done to cut it down per- 
manently? Here is one simple suggestion, apart from better 
roads, better cars, and better drivers: let the police and the 
courts, too, treat the driver who threatens innocent lives, by 
violating traffic laws, as a felon, even before he has managed to 
kill anyone. 

Let the police, which claims to be so badly undermanned now, 
go out in force just one day of the week, or even a fortnight, but 
without a warning, so that drivers and pedestrians, too, will 
never know when they are liable to get caught. And let it report 
every offender, and haul him tor her) to court. 

The new schedule of traffic fines about to be introduced by the 
Transport Ministry ought to deter at least some of the potential 
criminals. The rest should help provide the police with some of 
the funds it claims It is now lacking to properly enforce traffic 
laws.

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THE SIGNS of action are un- 
mistakable although no one wants to 
be seen to make the first move: but 
several African countries are likely 
to restore diplomatic relations with 
Israel shortly, and they may well be 
followed by many others next year. 

This would end Israel's virtually 
complete diplomatic Isolation in the 
Third World, create a setback for 
South Africa, which is at present 
Israel's only major trading partner 
on that continent and strengthen in- 
' tematlonal approval of the Israel- 
•Egypt peace initiative. More im- 
portant for the Africans, it would re- 
establish their Independence in in- 
ternational affairs of their- Arab 
neighbours to the north. And, more 
important for the world, it would 
give them a measure of influence to 
mitigate the Arab-Israei conflict. 

Until the Yam Klppur War of 1973, 
Israel maintained close ties with 
more than 30 Black African coun- 
tries. They accepted it as a still 
developing continent bom of violent 
struggle against British im- 
perialism. Israel's development aid 
schemes were the envy of the world, 
for It had much valuable experience 
to share In spheres of urgent lmpor- 
tance to Africans, such as 
agricultural science, construction, 
public health administration and 
fish-farming. 

Black Africans had resisted in- 
tense pressure from the Arab north 
to take sides in the Middle East con- 
flict. Their impartiality crumbled 
during the 1973 war, when Israel 
came to occupy a slice of African 
territory in Egypt — up to fiye 
African countries a day then broke 
diplomatic relations with Israel. By 
the time that territory was returned 
in March. 1974, black Africa's new 
political loyalties appeared to be a 
permanent reality, supported by 
generous promises from the north of 
economic assistance to offset the 
sudden rise of world oil prices — the 
Arab “oil weapon,” whose use has 
.been escalating ever since. 

In theory, black Africa was to 
enlist the support of the Arab north 
in unseating the white minority ad- 
ministration of South Africa in ex- 
change for the diplomatic isolation 
of Israel. In practice. South Africa 
only gained by strengthening its ties

with an increasingly friendless 
Israel, while it went on trading with 
the Arabs, as well as the rest of the 
world. The only losers were the 
Africans, who thus relinquished 
their source of "untied” develop- 
ment assistance from a genuinely 
colour-blind donor, and Israel, as 
Zionism became officially equated 
with apartheid at many world 
forums. 

Despite their promises, the 
wealthy Middle East oil exporters 
failed to make economic concessions 
to black Africa to correspond with 
the relentless world fuel price in- 
creases. This made black Africa's 


fragile economies the first to feel the 
crippling effect of the "oil weapon." 


LAST YEAR’S peace treaty between 
Egypt and Israel was therefore 
welcomed by many African policy- 
makers as a graceful escape route 
from what they have come to regard 
bitterly as a ruthless diplomatic 
trap. Formal relations between 
states are not established or broken 
lightly; and certainly no influential 
African country would wish to risk 
its “radical” reputation by restoring 
official contacts with Israel alone. 
Hence the cautious diplomatic 
feelers currently extended by many 


African capitals in search of coor- 
dinated action. 

The trend may well begin in East 
Africa — obviously the most con- 
cerned with the success of the Mid- 
dle East peace process and also the 
most affected by the fall of the Xdi 
Amin regime in Uganda, hitherto the 
most vocal African advocate of the 
Arab cause — and then sweep the 
continent. 

In the meantime, black Africa's 
unofficial contacts with Israel are 
flourishing. Israeli development ad- 
visers are working in more than 26 
countries, but this time In a 
"private” rather than “public*'

Given the political isolation 
of Egypt and Israel and the military - - 
impotence of ail the other parties 
directly involved in the Middle East' 
conflict, black Africa now stands a 
chance to reverse Its traditional . 
relationship with the Arab north by . . 
extending an influence over everts 
beyond the Sahara Desert east pie; - 
Red Sea. It could use that influence 1 
to encourage & dialogue between tbs 
hostile forces and thereby broaden 
the peace process into a just peace 
for all the peoples locked hi .the;.. - 
struggle. .
